Dear Sirs :—It may interest you to know that 
each of the nine members of the Wellman Polar 
Expedition of 1898-9 carried one of your famous 
watches. For more than a year we had oppor- 
tunity to test the accuracy and endurance of your 
time-keepers amid the most trying conditions. 

My watch was carried, while on our sledge 
journey toward the North Pole in the midst of 
the Arctic winter, in a pocket of my under- 
jacket. I often found it so embedded in ice 
formed from the exhalations of my body that it 
was literally frozen in my pocket, and it was 
extremely difficult to get it out for purposes of 
observation or winding. The watch itself con- 
tinued to go right along. 

After a year of such exposure, in temperatures 
varying from that cf the body to 49 degrees 
Fahr. below zero, our steamer arrived and on 
comparison with the ship’s chronometer, after 
correction for rating, we found it had lost 34 
seconds in the twelve-month. A subsequent 
comparison was made with observatory time 
after our return to Norway, and the net loss was 
reduced to 23 seconds. 

I regard this as a wonderful performance, con- 
sidering the circumstances. The other watches, 
all Walthams, like mine, gave similar results. 

Permit me to canapatdnte you upon the ex- 
traordinary showing made by your time keepers 
during our expedition.

time rate, as the correction to its rate. They will imme- 
diately admit that I am perfectly correct in using the 


signs as I do, and this in spite of the fact that they them- 
selves may use them in the contrary sense when dealing 
ate of chronometers and watches. ‘The fact is, 
sense we use them, so far as the 
work of the watchmaker in regulating watches, or that of 
the mathematician in calculating the effect of various 
factors upoff their rate, is concerned, provided, however, 
that when we come to the practical application of them in 
the determination of correct time, we interpret them cor- 
rectly. 

Let me begin by stating that what we commonly term 
the rate of a watch or chronometer is not the rate at all, 
but the amount by which the rate exceeds the 
standard rate. We speak of the rate of speed of a railway 
train as so many miles per hour, or of the rate of speed 
of a wheel as so many revolutions to the minute, etc.

In like manner the rate of a watch is some number of 
vibrations of the balance, which we convert into time 
divisions as seconds, for instance, in a given time. The 


standard rate of time is dictated by the revolutions of our 
planet wel its axis. This is, in even numbers, 24 
hours, which is again divided into 86,400 seconds. This 
is the standard rate of time measuring instruments, that 
being the cycle of time for which the rate is usually given. 
If a watch or chronometer registers less than that number 


of seconds in 24 hours it is said to be losing, i. e., its rate 
is slower, and if it registers more than that number of 
seconds it 1s said to be gaining, i. e., its rate is faster than 
the standard rate. 


In the light of this definition let us ask what is the 
meaning of the terms “slow” and “fast” applied to the rate 
of a watch? Plainly this, that when I say, for instance, 


my watch goes five seconds slow, | mean that | must add 
five seconds to its rate every day to make it come up to 
the standard, and when it goes five seconds fast, that I 
must subtract five from its rate for the like pur- 
pose. Now, the and — have but one meaning, 
which may be found stated in every elementary algebra 
published in the world, and that is that the sign in- 
dicates that the quantity before which it stands must be 
added, and the sign that the quantity before which it 
stands must be subtracted.
